It’s all very well for a girt to plume 
herself upon her pretty eyebrows.said 
an expert physiolognomlat the other 
d.vy, I who have been studying char- 
acter for years, have perhaps a rather 
different point of view. Eyebrows 
show character, and the wire man 
will take note of them when choosing 
his friends.

Much baa been said about the ad- 
miniatration’i Philippine policy, pro 
and con, and still a great deal lemaine 
to be said.

With Spain’s army defeated in tbe 
Geld and her navy swept from tbe sea 
It might seem that our greatest bur. 
den 18 of tbe past, but not so. To es. 
tablish a government for a people that 
has never enjoyed the privilege ot 
self-government, even in a limited 
form, is now the grave responsibility 
and imperative duty ot the United 
States. When tbe war broke out the 
fleet in the far east, under Admiral 
Dewey, was compelled to seek an asy- 
lum, and that place ot refuge was 
Manila. Hit entrance into Manila 
bay and destruction ot the Spanisb 
fleet was a waster stroke of strategy, 
aod was applauded by an unanimous 
press and people. With that great 
eveut came the responsibility, moral 
and political, to protect the lives and 
possessions ol tbe people of that coun« 
try. Never has there been a moment 
since the firing of tbe first gun from 
Dewey’s fleet to tbe present whea tbe 
United Stales could with credit and 
honor to herself quit tbe ulands. 
When the Spanish government in (he 
islamit was destroyed tbe Unite<] 
States became responsible for the gov- 
ernment therein, and the nationa of 
earth so regard it. 

A government must be established 
there. Every obligatioo of expedi- 
ency and of duty demands that tbe 
United States establish that govern, 
ment. It is absurd to argue that tbe 
Filipinos are competent to govern 
themselves, not being experienced in 
self-government. Governments are 
not born in a day, but are tbe out- 
growth ol centuries of ex|i«rieuce, , 

Tbe great question ntiw to be settled 
is the eetahlisbment of a government 
Then the di>p< silion of tbe is'ands 
aiay be made as our interests in tbe 
future ami theirs may dictate. Be- 
s'deH ihe ubligalioii resting upon us as 
a nation having destroyed the only 
government, to edablisb another, there 
is a moral obligation that we sbou d 
consider. 

Morally u man has not Ihe right to 
isolate himself from lociety and live a 
hermit, much le-‘s has a nation. We 
arc bmiiid Vy every considerati-iu of 
right to scatter the blewings ot lilrer- 
ty and spread the influence of religion. 

Fifty years sgo Japan was living to ' 
herself a'one. Her | urts were oluecd 
to the CO nti.erc > of the world. Bur- ' 
rounded by the tea, she had olos<d^ 
herself up like an oyster in its shell. 
But tho United ^'ates by treaty opau- 
ed up that country to tbe commerce 
ot the civilized world and aa a result 
to-day Japan ie ike leading nation of 
(be salt.
